Wilson Studied Allied Note. 

The allied note was delivered to 
President Wilson after it reached 
the state department yesterday and 
he spent the late afternoon and 
evening in a careful study of it. 

Immediately after breakfast this 
morning he summoned his confiden- 
tial stenographer to his study and 
dictated his reply. The completed 
transcript was delivered to Acting 
Secretary Polk within two hours.

long the document was, but it is 
believed that it is shorter than his 
previous note, which contained 
something like 4,000 words, about 
the same number as was in the 
allied communication. 

During the day Constantine A. 
Chekreri, offiical representative of 
Albania, issued a statement attack- 
ing the proposed Adriatic settle- 
ment agreed upon by the allied 
premiers in which he sald the fate 
of Albania was “deeply involved.” 

“It is shocking,” he said, “that 
Great Britain, France and Italy 
seem to have resolved to settle 
the Albanian problem in a manner 
which can find its only parallel in 
the partition of Poland at the end 
of the. eighteenth century. 

“The awful fact is that in the 
memorandum of January 20, which 
was handed as an ‘ultimatum’ to 
Jugo-Slavia, Albania is completely 
dismembered in favor of Italy, Ser- 
bia and Greece.”

Brides and Grooms 
Of 1919 Must Make 


Income Tax Returns 


Earnings of the “Bride” 
May Be Shown Separate- 
ly From That of the 
“Groom,” or Both May 
Be Shown Jointly. 
<aligesadiies 


Bridegrooms are worrying as to 
how they shall figure their income 
tax. A constant stream of inqui- 
ries from the newlyweds is reach- 
ing the office of Internal Revenue 
Collector A. O. Blalock. In many 
of these cases both the bride and 
groom were employed up to their 
wedding date and the principal 
point on which advice is asked is 
as to whether the bride’s income 
must be shown on the groom’s re- 
turn. 

The answer as given by the in- 
ternal revenue men is that all of 
the earnings and other income of 
both the bride and the groom, for 
the year 1919 must be gonsidered, 
even if it was all spent on trous- 
seau, diamonds, wedding trips and 
bonbons. The fact that they were 
married on or before December 31 
joins them for the whole year, so 
far as income tax is concerned, 

A bride of 1919 is in duty bound 

to figure up her income and to add 
it to hubby’s 1919 earnings to de- 
termine whether an income tax re- 
turn is required. If the total was 
$2,000 or more, a return must be 
made; in which case both bride and 
groom may file separate returns, 
Or a joint return. The latter mieth- 
od is preferred by the collectors, 
unless the aggregate net income of 
both husband and wife is $5,000 or 
over. 
’ And they all want.to know wheth- 
er; although married only part of 
the year 1919, they are entitled to 
claim full exemption as a married 
couple. The answer is a decided 
yes; they are allowed $2,000, plus 
$200 for each dependent who is un- 
der 18, or who, through age, de- 
fect, etc., is incapable .of self-sup- 
port. This exemption may be split 
in any proportions on the separate 
returns of husband and wife, if 
they file that way. 

“And remember that March 15 is 
the final date for filing returns 
and paying income taxes,” is the 
wearning that the revenue men add 
to the above advice.

Regional Director Winch-

Must Be Made Over to 
Meet Requirements. 


Declaring that the only hope for 
the railroads of this country is in 
a “rebirth,” or complete making 
over of the transportation compa- 
nies, Regional Director B. L. Win- 
chell, of Atlanta, gave out an in- 
terview of an important nature 
upon the present railroad situation 
and the prospects for transporta- 
tion lines after returning to pri- 


' yate mana 
the | agement. 


“Settling labor tfoubles, build- 


ing cars, revisions of terminal] facili- 


ties—none of these things accom- 
plished singly will solve the prob- 
lems. We must have a complete 
rebirth of the transportation indus- 
try, and must do all the necessary 
things without giving undue em- 
phasis to any single thing.” 

He further stated that the prime 
need of the railroads at this time 
is financial credit. He declared 
that in order to accomplish the big 
tasks that are before the railroads 
confidence of the investors would 
have to be gained by the railroad 
managements. Mr. Winchell believes 
that the growth of the country has 
far exceeded the development ‘of the 
transportation systems, and that the 
lines of the country today are in- 
adequate tO meet the gigantic re- 
quirements. 

When asked to comment upon the

We 
will closely follow the diréctions 
of the administration, dispensing 
with all of our force except a small 
organization to aid in liquidation 
the government's affairs.”

Rodenbaugh, the engineering as- 
sistant, will undoubtedly be re- 
tained as a part of the force which 
will liquidate the affairs of the ad- 
ministration, and it is not known 
just what line he will @onnect with 
after his government duties have 
ceased.

PLEA FOR IDEALS 
IS MADE BY FISKE 


President of Metropolitan 
Life Urges That Public 
Trusteeship Must Sup- 
plant Greedy Business 
Methods. 


~~, 


Idealism versus commercialism, 
trusteeship instead of greedy busi- 
ness methods, health building for 
the good of the state, teaching the 
federal and state governments that 
it is their duty to look after the 
health of people as well as hogs. 
These were a tew of the things dis- 
cussed by Haley Fiske, president 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
company, in his address before a 
large body of representatives of that 
company and several prominent At- 
lantans at their banquet at the Ho- 
tel Ansley last night. 

Mr. Fiske stated that Woodrow 
Wilson, to whom he referred:as the 
world’s first citizen, was being 
sneered at by many people because 
of his ideals. The president, he 
declared, recognized the working 
man as the producer of wealth and 
realized the responsibility of iook- 
ing after his welfare in the direc- 
tion of the country’s affairs. 

The story of the record made by 
the Metropolitan Life during 1919 
was told by Mr. Fiske. Last year 


all previous records and all records 


made by any life insurance com- 
pany were broken, he said, when 
more than a billion and a half dol- 
lars of insurance was written. One 
Person out of every eighi in the 
United States and Canada is now a 
policy holder #» this company, he 
added Inthe Atlanta district there 
is a policy in force fur one out of 
every five persons in the district. 
“Sixteen and a haif millions of 
people associating together for mu- 
tual protection, constituting an im- 
mense society of people who were 
making contributions while. living 
for the benefit of someone after 
they were dead,” was the way Mr. 
Fiske explained the ccmpany. 
Fifteen out of the sixteen and 


a half million policy holders of the 


company, Mr. Fiske said, were work- 
ing people. These people were con- 
fronted with three spectres, sick- 
ness, unemployment and death. His 
company, he stated, looked after 
them in sickness and death but 
were prevented from loking after 
their unemployment because of leg- 
islative action. 

Mr. Fiske told his agents that 
they were brothers and that he 
wished to be looked upon as one of 
them. He said that he was not a 
rubber stamp signature. 

More than a million and a half 
dollars was spent by the Metro- 
politan last year in welfare work 
afmone its policyholders, declared 
Mr. Fiske. It was not a question of 
whether ti: work actually paid in 
dollars anu Cents: it was simply 
putting brotherhood and service 
above commercialism. 

He closed his talk by an appeal 
to every representative to try to 
grasp the bigger visions which he 
hed pictured to them. 

Following the address of Mr. Fiske 
a picture showing the method used 
by the company in caring for its 
employees, views of the company’s 
sanitarium, near Saratoga Springs, 
New York, where over a thousand 
of its employees have been treated 
for tubercular trouble, were shown. 
Eight hundred and fifty of these 
were discharged’ sound and well 
after treatment. 

After the showing of the pictures 
short addresses were made bv Gov- 
ernor Dersey. Charles J. Haden, 
Captain J. W. English, W. T. An- 
derson, editor of the Macon Tele- 
graph; Dr. J. P. Kennedy, of the 
city board of health: and Joseph L.

KING DEFENDS VALIDITY 
OF PROHI AMENDMENT 


Washington, Februa 19.—Validi- 
ty of the federal prohibition consti- 
tutional amendment was defended 
in a brief filed in the supreme court 
today by Solicitor General King, in 
support of motions already made by 
the government for the dismissal 
of original proceedings instituted 
by Rhode Island to test the amend- 
ment and enjoin its enforcement. 
Arguments on the motion are ex- 
pected to be heard next month. 

“The control, or the prohibition, 
of the liquor traffic,” -the«pbrief 
said, “is now conceded to be a le- 
gitimate governmental function. It 
cannot now be maintained, as a 
legal proposition, that such gov- 
ernmental regulation or prohibition 
unconstitutionality infringes the 
rights of the individual. The right 
to prohibit such traffic was a part 
of the governmental powers which 
the states had when they framed 
the constitution of the United 
States. It is a part of the powers 
which the states, at that time. re- 
served o themselves; but it fs no 
more sacred tha nany power then 
reserved. 

“The right of congress to sub- 
mit amendments cannot depend 
upon whether the proposed change 
is slight or grave. Every state in 
the union is a party to the agree- 
ment that whatever change in the 
constitution is proposed by con- 
gress, as prescribed, and is adopted 
by the legislatures of three-fourths 
of their number, shall be thus 
adjudged to be a proper and needed 
amendment, 

“Tt is idle in this case to suggest 
that this power of amendment 
might be used to change the form 
of the government. It simply trans- 
fers a power exercised by the state 
governments to those exercised by 
the federal government, 

“The contention that the prohi- 
bition amendment is revolutionary 
and invalid is clearly without merit. 
It is respectfully submitted that 
the motion to dismiss should be 
sustained.”

Mr. Gantt ‘returned Thursday 
morning from Savannah, where he 
had wone to agssisi in the. prosect- 
tion of the offenders in the district 
court. The case was worked up by 
Mr. Gantt and his agents, but Colo- 
nel John W. Bennett, district attor- 
ney, led the urosecution at the trial.

Hayes has been busy noting the 
feeling towards Johnson in this sec- 
tion, and his campaign has brought 
him in touch with the opinion of 
the leading political leaders on the 
residential question. His activities 
mn this part of the country have 
been extensive and his report on 
the prevailing attitude towards 
Senator Johnson {is bright with pos- 
sibilities, he states. 


Johnson Likely Nominee. 


In the present chaotic condition 
of the political situation with re- 
gard to the next presidential pri- 
mary, the probability of the Cali- 
fornia senator’s being the republican 
nominee looms large, in the opin- 
ion. of Mr. Hayes. “Although I do 
not expect a landslide over all of 
the opposing aspirants, yet .I am 
well pleased with the outlook,” Mr. 
Hayes stated. . 

“Since Mr. Johnson’s stand on 
the league of nations,” declared Mr. 
Hayes, “he has been brought more 
prominently in to the national lime- 
light and his policy with regard to 
the peace treaty and the league is 
too well known to offer any com- 
ment. His political career as gov- 
ernor of California and United 
States senator from that state, em- 
bracing his invaluable work in 
these capacities, mark him as a 
ma nof presidential caliber, and his 
record will be his geratest aid in 
promoting his nomination.

It was a miniature Golgotha, for 
there were a dozen small skulls and 
an inscription in Turkish under- 
neath it boasted that they were the 
skulls of infidel children who had 
been seized by Fet-H' and his wife 
from caravans of deported Chris- 
tians imprisoned in their cellar and 
one by one killed and eaten. 

The rest of the skeletons of the 
little victims of murder and canni- 
balism had been thrown out or 
buried. but the fanatics kept the 
skulls as trophies. 

The Tortured Children. 


The British conquerors of the city 
lost no time in investigating the 
grewsome tragedy. The Fet-His 
were arrested and tried. They put 
up the defense of hunger, but that 
fell down under the testimony of 
Turk officers that while provisions 
wer short before the British enter- 
ed the city, there was no absolute 
famine and no need of cannibalism. 
The man and wife were convicted 
and executed. 

This story is only one of the thou- 
sands now coming out of western 
Asia giving in detail the atrocities 
perpetrated upon the Armenian, 
Greek. Jew, Syrian and other nun- 
Moslem peoples during the terrible 
massacres and deportations during 
the world war. 

It is the task of the Near East re-

WHY WILSON REFUSED 
TO RECEIVE LORD GREY 


Centinued from First Page. 


infantry, one of the crack~ regi- 
ments of the Indian army. His gar- 
rulous tongue wagged indiscreetly 
in Washington society concerning 
the president and Mrs. Wilson. His 
conversational indiscretions led not 
only to his own undoing, but, even- 
tually. to the personal discomfiture 
of Lord Grey, who insisted on shield« 
ing Major- Craufurd-Stuart contrary 
to the expressed disapproval of the 
state department. 

The story dates back to the Earl 
of Reading’s ambassadorship (Jan- 
vary, 1918, to May. 1919). 

His Wilson Opinions, 

Major Craufurd-Stuart, fresh from 
brilliant war service against rebel- 
lious Soudanese tribsmen, accom- 
panied Lord Reading to, Washing- 
ton as private secretary. Toward 
the end of Reading’s mission, in the 
spring of 1919, Craufurd-Stuart at a 
diplomatic dinner-party spoke free- 
ly his opinions about President Wil- 
son. His observations were over- 
heard by his hostess, who happens 
to be a close friend of the white 
house family. Lord Reading was 
summoned to the department, where 
the charges were formally preferred 
against his secretary. The British 
ambassador was asked to send 
Major Craufurd-Stuart home. Lord 
Reading took up the matter with 
Craufurd-Stuart, who secured his 


‘ehief’s authority to go to the state 


department and “explain matters.” 
The major’s representatives there 
took the form of an appeal to be 
forgiven. Lord Reading, he said, 
would be gvuing back to England 
shortly anyhow, and he was ac- 
companying him, so that that 
would close the incident automatic- 
ally. The state department, for the 
sake of good feeling all around, 
agreed not to insist on his instant 
departure from the country, but 


the British foreign ofice was pri- 
vately appirsed of the aifair and of 
our government's annoyance over it. 
While Major Craufurd-Stuart was 
still in the United States, a second 
complaint was lodged against him 
at the state department. This, too, 
referred to diner-table talks, On 
this occasion his accuser was a4 
lady who explained tnat she nad 
been so thunderstruck at Craufurd- 
taken the precaution of committing 
Stuart’s ebullitions that sne had 
them to writing before going tv 
bed the same night. She submitted 
her memorandum in evidence. It 
concerfied chiefly the British of- 
ficer's allusions to Mrs. Wilson. 
At Confidential Meets. 

Still other facts ‘about Craufurd- 

Stuart's chatter at Washington 


luncheon and dinner tables reached 
the state department. It was stated, 
jor instance, that he was accustoin- 
ed to boast of being present at con- 
fidential conferences between Lwrd 
Reading, American cabinet officers 
and foreign diplomats at which 
things were discussed which, if 
I dared to report them, would get 
me lynched’’—or words to that ef- 
fect. 

When Craufurd-Stuart sailed away 
with Lord Reading, the state de- 
partment looked upon his departure 
as closing the incident. To the 
department’s complete consterna- 
tion, however, he came back four 
months later, this time as a junior 
diplomatic attache of Viscount 
Grey's staff. Just when this sur- 
prising fact came to President Wil- 
son's attention is not known. When 
the Grey party arrived, the presi- 
dent was desperately ill But the 
viscount had not been in command 
of the British embassy very long 
when the state department, pre- 
sumably at the white house's sug- 
gestion, requested the British am- 
bassador to send Craufurd-Stuart to 
England by the earliest steamer. 
Viscount Grey demanded to know 
why the attache was persona non 
grata. The information was with- 
held, accompanied by a more in- 
sistent request for Craufurd-Stu- 
art’s removal from American terri- 
tory. Meantime, Viscount Grey at- 
tempted to mollify the United 
States authorities by taking the 
major’s name from the official dip- 
lomatic list. Being a _ bachelor, 
Craufurd-Stuart was housed at the 
embassy, where no women live; and 
where Viscount Grey and Sir Wil- 
liam Tyrrell were also domiciled. 
The succeeding issue of the little 
blue-covered diplomatic directory 
that is circulated in Washington 
did not contain the name and ad- 
dress of Craufurd-Stuart as 1300 
Connecticut avenue, the’ British em- 
bassy building. But he continued 
to live there.

“The only way we can find that 
out is for the shipping board to re- 
fit the ships and operate them for 
a while,” he said. “To sell the 
ships to American concerns for the 
amounts offered would be to give 
an indirect subsidy of ‘millions of 
dollars and if the same policy were 
followed with the cargo ships the 
subsidy would reach billions.” 

Mr. Stevens said sealed bids re- 
ceived from foreign companies for 
four ships for transfer to other 
flags reached double the highest 
bid by a United States concern in 
three cases and $500,000 more than 
the highest American bid on the 
fourth vessel. The bids were re- 
jected by the board in conformity 
with its policy not to transfer the 
ships. to other flags, he said. 

“There is no reason why the ship- 
ping board should not go ahead 
and operate the ships,” Mr. Stevens 
continued. “The board has the 
money and we now have a chance 
to. prove or disprove this claim, 
that the United States cannot com- 
pete on the seas with foreign 
countries. 

“Ships are at a premium in the 
world’s markets today and I think 
this would be the worst possible 
time to sell.”
